The Town of Easton enjoyed a relatively quiet year with no unanticipated major expenses. 
In accordance with the need for economies in the state and nation a conservative program 
was maintained and the 1991 tax rate will remain the same almost as in 1990. School costs 
moved up but the town’s cost dropped more than 40% to offset it. A policy manual was developed 
by the cemetery committee for better control over cemetery activities (see Cemetery Trustees 
Report). 


Easton’s new fire department performed responsibly as the newest member of Twin State 
Mutual Aid association. 


The landscape committee met several times during the year to prepare plans for landscaping 
the town property surrounding the town hall and new fire station. The initial phase of the 
program should be completed in 1992. 


We will miss the presence of Ed Cutter who served the town so faithfully in so many ways. 
We also take this opportunity to thank all volunteer board members and others who have 
made contributions to the Town of Easton during the year.

The Cemetery Trustees have developed a handbook covering Cemetery regulations for the 
Town. The booklets will be available at Town Meeting and upon request. 


A price increase for lots and Perpetual Care will be in effect as of May 1, 1992 (refer to 
handbook for particulars).

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REPORT OF EASTON POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Easton Police Chief, Ed Cutter, was quite active until only weeks prior to his death in October, 
1991. Since then the Franconia Police Department, directed by its chief, Bob Malesky has 
covered Easton and followed up all police matters. The State Police and Grafton County Sheriff's 
Department have given extra attention to Easton, also. These services will continue until a 
new police chief will be appointed. 


A rash of burglaries occurred in Easton during the spring, summer and early fall of 1991. 
At that time Ed Cutter rallied the support of surrounding towns as well as the State Police 
and the County Sheriff's Department. This added substantially to Easton’s police cover. The 
burglaries stopped in the fall of 1991, but no arrests were made. It is possible that the 
perpetrators were apprehended and held on other charges or left the area. In any case the 
investigations will continue. 


Several candidates for Easton’s Chief of Police position have been considered. Bob Every 
was finally selected. He will start on October 1, 1992. Until then, Easton will be protected 
by the Police Department of surrounding towns, especially Franconia, the State Police and 
the Grafton County Sheriff’s Department.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


1991 was a very dry and busy year for the New Hampshire Forest Fire Service as well 
as local fire departments due to our increase in the number of fires. Our three major causes 
of fires in 1991 were non-permit, children and smoking materials. 450 wildland fires in New 
Hampshire burned approximately 150 acres for an average fire size of one-third acre. 


Primarily, the local fire department is responsible for extinguishing these fires. Keeping 
the average fire size this small is a tribute to early detection by citizens, our fire tower lookout 
system and the quick response of our trained local fire departments. 


In every municipality, there is a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens that 
are responsible for directing suppression action on wildland fires, working with other fire 
department members under the direction of the N.H. Forest Fire Service to make sure that 
all fire department members are properly trained and equipped for suppressing wildland 
fires. Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Wardens receive specialized training each year, 
presented by the N.H. Forest Fire Service, to keep their skill level and knowledge of forest 
fire laws up to date. 


The local Warden and selected Deputy Wardens are also responsible for issuing burning 
permits for any open burning that is to be done in their community. In New Hampshire, 
any open burning, except when the ground is completely covered with snow, requires a written 
fire permit prior to lighting the fire. Before doing any open burning, it is reeommended that 
you contact your local fire department to see if a permit is required and to save your community 
the cost of sending fire equipment on a false alarm. Any person violating the permit law 
(RSA 224:27) shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Please help your local Warden and fire department by requesting a fire permit before kindling 
a fire, be understanding if they tell you it is not a safe day to burn and help keep New Hampshire 
green! Thank you for being fire safe.

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CHAMBER OF COMMERCE REPORT 


The Franconia-Sugar Hill-Easton Chamber of Commerce has had a fantastic year! It’s been 
exciting to see the growth and unity that has come out of these difficult economic times. With 
tourism struggling in this trying economy it is most evident that we must join forces to stretch 
the value of each dollar spent. We have done that and it has worked ! 


This year we received a Matching Grant from the State in the amount of $2725.00. This 
money enabled us to not only print a new, up-dated local brochure for the area, but to see 
that it got distributed out of state. We printed and distributed all 30,000 brochures. 


The booth attendants did a particularly good job of keeping people in the area. They directed 
tourists to local services and business facilities and helped them find lodging in our tri-town 
area. They mailed out information in response to both letters and phone calls. This coming 
year we have a new 800 phone number and we anticipate at least doubling those inquiries. 
We expanded the booth attendants’ job by manning the Tram Building at Cannon 3 days 
a week. That was possible primarily because we did have Martin Johnston volunteer one day 
and a paid employee the other two. We really need to have more coverage in that location, 
but we felt it important to stay within our budget and be assured of having proper coverage 
at Peabody Base Lodge for the winter season. 


The Chamber sponsored the July 4th Pollyanna Days Parade, B.B.Q. and Hot Air Balloon 
rides. Participated in the Annual Hayseed festival, co-sponsored a Kruise Night at the Dairy 
Bar and sponsored the largest Craft and Quilt Show in the show’s history. We continue to 
work with other area chambers to coordinate events, work on cooperative projects and serve 
our communities. This year we are working on a Co-operative 4-color, 20-page magazine 
brochure with 8 other chambers (Lincoln-Woodstock, Twin and Gateway). We will print and 
distribute 300,000 brochures. This is an $84,000.00 project made possible by Matching Grants 
... it received the highest score ever given a grant! We will also reproduce an updated version 
of last year’s brochure to distribute locally, at Cannon and in the State rest areas. 


In an effort to promote the tri-town area and get our 800 number in the hands of the tourists 
the Chamber coordinated a two page ad in Yankee Travel Guide, placed an ad in AAA and 
the State Hospitality Guide. 


The Community Calendar is in place and more and more organizations are utilizing it to 
promote their event. We send monthly Calendar of Events to over 40 different outlets for 
free publication. 


We look forward to 1992 bringing about an upward trend in the economy and a banner 
year for all of us. We hope to sponsor or help promote more events in each of the tri-towns. 
It is our goal to promote a community spirit of UNITY, STRENGTH, and PROSPERITY. 
Our motto this year was “A Chamber that works together ... works!” We proved it in 1991 
and will expand it in 1992!

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
Annual Report 


North Country Council is the Regional Planning Commission for 51 towns in northern New 
Hampshire.

Assistance available to member towns includes municipal planning, regional planning, 
transportation planning, business and industrial planning/development, landscape architecture, 
solid waste planning, resource management, GIS mapping and public education. The Council 
provides this professional assistance to Planning Boards, Boards of Selectmen, Zoning Boards 
of Adjustment, Conservation Commissions, Solid Waste Districts, Local Development 
Corporations, Non-Profit Community Organizations, Chambers of Commerce, Educational 
Institutions and Social Service Organizations and Agencies in our member towns. 


In EASTON, the Council provided technical assistance to the Planning Board and other 
local boards. 


Throughout 1991 North Country Council continued its commitment to local and regional 
planning assistance. The year also saw the Council rededicate its economic development program 
to address the worsening North Country economy, its solid waste program to aggressively 
reduce the volume of solid waste generated in the region, and its land use program to address 
the problems confronting the Northern Forest. 


In the ensuing year the Council will continue its present course and work program with 
an intense commitment to local technical assistance, development of local leadership and ability, 
and the provision of membership services to support community and regional needs.

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NORTH COUNTRY HOME HEALTH AGENCY, INC. 


The North Country Home Health Agency, Inc., is a not-for-profit community service agency 
providing home care and health promotion services to residents of twenty-one North Country 
communities. 1991 marked the Agency’s twentieth year of existence and another year of quality 
service provision and growth. In 1991, Agency personnel provided 15,781 home care visits 
while caring for 5386 clients. This represents a 21% increase in home care visits over 1990 
and a 49% increase since 1989. Many factors have contributed to the need for and the increased 
use of home health care programs. As a matter of cost containment inpatient lengths of stay 
have decreased. This has meant that clients are returning home in need of more frequent 
and more intensive home care. Our elderly population is growing and many of these elderly 
need assistance and supervision to remain safely at home. 


During 1991, the Agency also provided over 50 community health clinies. More than 1200 
individuals took advantage of the services provided such as influenza immunization and health 
screenings. 


The Agency continues to work to attract State and Federal funding for local programs 
and services in order to meet the increasing demand. In 1991, $283,000 in such funding was 
used to provide direct home care services to residents in the North Country. In the town of 
Easton services provided were as follows: 


22 Nursing Visits 
42 Home Health Aide Visits 
9 Physical Therapy Visits 
3 Volunteer Social Service Visits 


We wish to express our sincere appreciation to the members of the community, clients, 
their families and our staff for their participation in Agency programs and look forward to 
serving you in the future.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


Last year at this time we were optimistic about the possibility that the town would be the 
recipient of a 300+ acre conservation easement. Though much time was invested in this project, 
I am sorry to report that, for a variety of reasons, it did not work out. I think the conservation 
commission learned a lot from this experience and, should state monies become available again, 
it is our hope that a more favorable outcome will prevail. 


We have seen a lot of logging in Easton in this last year which has resulted in some rather 
gross violations of NH State Wetlands regulations. The continued noncompliance with 
established regulations could translate into serious problems in the future. I think we can 
all agree that sometimes compliance can be aggravating; just another layer of bureaucratic 
red tape. Enforcement is particularly uncomfortable; however, the town must decide if it wants 
to be serious about its wetlands. It is important for all to observe the permitting process as 
it validates the process. Selective compliance and enforcement is unfair. If it is shown that 
we have only been half-enforcing the regulations, it will be difficult to deal with serious violations 
if they occur. We ask for everyone’s cooperation in respecting the existing permitting process. 


We are still trying to determine if a natural resource inventory is feasible and if so, the 
best way to go about it. 


The conservation commission needs more members.
